Dixie Solon Names First Negro To Air Academy 

The son of an Alcoa, Tenn., high school principal, 
Emmett West III, was recommended for appoint- 
ment to the National Air Academy and became the 
first Negro to be certified for entrance examinations 
to the new $127 million institution. 

Recommended by Congressmen Howard Baker 
(R., Tenn.) , West is the first Negro ever to be backed 
by a Dixie congressman for a U.S. military academy. 
The school, first in the nation’s history, is slated to 
open in the fall of 1955 in Colorado Springs, Colo. 
An estimated 1,000 men will be examined for the 
academy’s first cadet class, it was disclosed in 
Washington. 

An honor graduate of the Indiana University busi- 





f ness school, West was the valedictorian of his high 


school class. He also attended Hampton Institute. 

Special pleas for Negroes to enter the academy 
were issued by Reps. A. Clayton Powell (D., N. Y.) 
and William L. Dawson (D., IIl.) 
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Negro, 18, Named To Missouri GOP State Committee 

An 18-year-old Jefferson City, Mo., boy, Arnold Thomas, 
was appointed to serve on the Republican state platform 
committee. GOP officials said Thomas, who works in a 
hotel dining room to help pay his school expenses, was 
named because “he represents the Negro youth of tomor- 
row.” He served as lieutenant governor of the Missouri 
Boys’ State earlier this year. 


U. S. Seeks Method To Increase Housing Loans 

The Federal Housing and Finance Agency will form an 
advisory committee this fall to study ways in which 
Negroes can secure loans for new housing, FHA Adminis- 
trator Albert M. Cole told the National Urban League con- 
vention in Pittsburgh. Charging that it was “a shameful 
fact” Negroes cannot obtain housing loans from many 
banks, Cole promised that the committee would explore 
methods of providing additional government aid. More 
than 1,000 delegates from 52 cities attended the conven- 
tion. 


La. Lists More Negro Voters, Fewer Whites 

Louisiana’s Negro vote registration increased 13.6 per 
cent during the past two years compared to a drop of 
about 20 per cent for whites, officials reported in Baton 
Rouge. Two years ago, there were 921,712 whites and 
99,265 Negroes registered compared to this year’s fig- 
ures of 736,900 whites and 112,789 Negroes.

» A 43-year-old housewife, Mrs. Claudia Johnson Bolen, 
who was stabbed to death by her police officer husband, 
Dwight, who then shot and killed himself, ieft an estate 
valued at $124,215.50, according to an appraisal filed in 
West Palm Beach county court. The bulk of the will, ex- 
ecuted eight days before she was slain, was left to her 
33-year-old niece, Claudia Louise Williams. Mrs. Bolen, 
daughter of the late gambling and liquor king J. J. 
(Cracker) Johnson, left her late husband only $1,000.

9,000 Miss. Negroes Removed From Vote Lists 

Of Mississippi’s 22,104 qualified Negro voters, more 
than 9,000 will not be permitted to vote because they 
have not paid poll taxes, Secretary of State Heber 
Ladner announced in Jackson. State poll taxes must 
be paid up two years in advance, he said. 
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School Board Bars Negro Who Passed For White 
A Negro teacher, Lawrence B. Jackson, who passed for 
white and taught school 22 years, was ordered by the 
Chicago board of education not to report for work unless 
he is cleared of a manslaughter charge in connection 
with a slum fire that killed seven persons. Jackson, owner 
of the fatal slum apartment building, admitted he is an 
ex-convict, was arrested five times as a Negro between 
1919 and 1922, but later passed for white for 30 years. 


Mary Church Terrell Leaves $61,593.62 Estate 

The late Mrs. Mary Church Terrell, prominent Wash- 
ington, D. C., civic leader, who at 88 spark-plugged the 
picketing of the city’s Jim Crow restaurants and theaters, 
left an estate of $61,593.62, probate court records showed. 
Mrs. Terrell, who died July 24 at the age of 90, willed the 
estate, which consists of 
three pieces of property 
valued at $20,974 and cash 
and personal property 
worth $40,619.62, to her two 
daughters, Mrs. Phyllis 
Langston of Washington 
and Mrs. Mary Beaudreau 
of Los Angeles, Calif.

A dynamite blast destroyed a car belonging to Ft. 
Worth, Texas, high school teacher Kerven W. Carter Jr., 
whose parents had recently moved next door to two white 
families in suburban Riverside. Carter’s car was ruined 
and his home damaged while he, his wife, and three-year- 
old son slept inside. Carter, who lives at Lake Como, said 
white neighbors of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. K. W. Carter 
Sr., had twice told him: “You’d better stay out of this 
neighborhood.” 


Hotel Owners Say Mixed Policy Caused Police Raid 

The owners of the recently-purchased Manor Plaza 
Hotel in San Francisco charged that police raided their 
establishment because they objected to whites and Ne- 
groes living together. Mr. and Mrs. James McCoy, 
protesting the raid in which two white women were ar- 
rested in a room-to-room search, said policeman Wil- 
liam Mojica told them: “You must not take in any more 
mixed tenants. It is all right to cater to Negroes and 
Orientals but no colored and white together.” 


Plan $514 Million Emancipation Centennial 

A $514 million exposition celebrating the 100th anniver- 
sary of the Emancipation Proclamation is planned for 1963 
in Chicago, ex-UN alternate delegate Archibald J. Carey Jr. 
announced. It will be sponsored by the newly-organized 
American Negro Emancipation Centennial.

Philly’s Largest Private Pool Drops Color Bar 

A party of 20 Negroes were admitted for the first time 
to Philadelphia’s Boulevard Pools, the city’s largest pri- 
vately-owned swimming area, after a court order forbade 
the management to continue excluding Negroes. Forced 
to admit Negroes after Pool Manager Martin J. Cunning- 
ham was cited for contempt in defying a non-discrimina- 
tion court order, pool officials increased the admission fee 
to $1 a person to discourage Negro attendance. On the 
first day of interracial swimming, the total daily attend- 
ance dipped from 4,000 to about 700. 


Survey Says Fewer D. C. Negro Housewives Work Out 

The percentage of Washington, D. C., Negro housewives 
who work outside their homes is decreasing while an in- 
creasing number of white women are working out, a city 
welfare department survey showed. In the 20-year period 
between 1930 and 1950, the Negro percentage dropped 
from 56.6 to 50.8 per cent. 
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Ohio Waitress Fined For Refusing To Serve Negro 

An Elyria, Ohio, waitress, who refused to serve ham- 
burgers to a Negro, was fined $50 in a court conducted 
by the town’s Mayor Grant Keys. Arrested after she told 
Oliver Harris, “You can take them out but you can’t eat 
them here,” Mrs. Myrtle Thorne, a waitress at a place 
called “Mom’s Open Kitchen,” was charged with violating 
the state’s anti-discrimination law. Harris secured a 
warrant for her arrest. 


Ike Urges U. S. Industry To End Job Bias 

President Eisenhower called on the nation’s business 
and union leaders to help in the administration’s pro- 
gram to wipe out job discrimination. In more than 
500,000 pamphlets distributed to top industry heads, the 
President urged that America not be subjected to “the 
charge of racial prejudice which is being hurled at us 
every day by the 
Communists.” Ear- 
lier, the President 
signed a new, and 
stronger, FEPC or- 
der banning dis- 
crimination by 
companies holding 
U. S. contracts.

The students, Jean and Richard 
Rempfer and Alice Lorch, are children of white profes- 
sors at Fisk University. Dr. Lee Lorch, one of the parents, 
is vice president of the Tennessee NAACP. 


Texas Baptist School To Lose Accredited Standing 

A Crockett, Texas, Baptist school, Mary Allen College, 
which several years ago revoked degrees given to 39 “grad- 
uates” because the degrees were not earned, will lose its 
accredited standing in the state next June. State Board 
of Education Commissioner J. W. Edgar said teaching cer- 
tificates granted to several of the school’s graduates had 
been cancelled after an investigation revealed the college 
had “few, if any” facilities to support its accredited rat- 
ing. 


Negroes Enter ‘White’ Schools In Hillsboro, Ohio 
Segregation ended in Hillsboro, Ohio, elementary schools 
when 50 Negro students quietly enrolled at two white 
schools instead of appearing at the all-Negro Lincoln 
School, which was burned July 5 by white county engineer 
Philip Partridge because he objected to segregated schools. 
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Arkansas Pupils Welcome Negro Classmates: Cheerfully 
showing approval of end to school segregation, two white 
students at Fayetteville, Ark., high school help new Negro 
classmates get acquainted with formerly all-white school. 
The Negro girls were among a total of five admitted. 


Lincoln U. Prexy Sherman Scruggs Suffers Stroke 
Dr. Sherman D. Scruggs, 60, president of Lincoln Uni- 
versity in Jefferson City, Mo., suffered a stroke and was 
hospitalized in London while en route home from the 
Middle East, where he had been traveling as a member 
of a 15-man U. S. educational mission. American am- 
bassador to London Winthrop B. Aldrich cabled Mrs. 
Scruggs that her husband’s condition had improved and 
that he would be sent home accompanied by a nurse. 


N. C. Pupils Refuse Six Mile Bus Ride To School 

In Stanley, N. C., where Negro parents filed suit demand- 
ing the county build a school to accommodate their 
children, some 75 students refused to board school buses 
which would take them six miles to a Negro school in Dal 
las. Some of the students, however, walked the distance. 
Caston County school superintendent Hunter Huss, who 
quoted the Negro parents as saying they did not want 
their children to attend white schools, said the parents 
have demanded an eight-room building with cafeteria and 
gymnasium to replace an old frame building condemned 
last year. 
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MANY DIXIE SCHOOLS INTEGRATE. 

School desegregation became a fact in the South as 
thousands of Negro and white students went into class- 
rooms together without incident in cities and towns scat- 
tered throughout Dixie. But the legal battle over sep- 
arate classrooms continued in courts. In Washington, 
D. C., a last-ditch legal maneuver to block integration 
failed when Federal Judge Henry J. Schweinhaut denied 
a petition by the all-white Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tion to hold up desegregation plans. Said Judge Schwein- 
haut: “You are asking me to stop the wheels, when the 
Supreme Court could have, and didn’t. . . . I have no re- 
course but to deny the petition.” 

However, in Baltimore, where some 143,000 white and 
Negro students for the first time attended school together 
without a single reported incident, the board of school 
commissioners was given 15 days to show cause why the 
schools should not be restored to a segregated basis. 
Superior Court Judge John T. Tucker issued the order 
after white parents and two anti-desegregation organiza- 
tions filed suit against the board. 

In such widely-separated areas as Sikeston, Mo., and 
Hobbs, N. M., public school integration worked smoothly. 
When 13 Negro students enrolled in the Four States, W. 
Va., elementary school, some 60 mothers, representing 
about half the school’s 170 students, kept their children 
home, demonstrated at the school. Parents of the other 
white children approved of integration. 

On orders of the bishop of the Catholic diocese of 
Raleigh, the Most Rev. Vincent S. Waters, Catholic schools 
in every county in the state but Gaston were ordered to 
admit Negro students, and Negro students enrolled in 
Catholic schools in Richmond, Va., and Dallas, Texas. In 
most cases where Negro and white students attended 
classes together for the first time, school officials ex- 
pressed mild surprise at the absence of incidents or pro- 
tests.

In Baton Rouge, La., and Hutchins, Texas, school offi- 
cials turned away Negro children, and the Mississippi 
house of representatives passed a law allowing the state 
to close public schools, if necessary, to get around the 
Supreme Court ruling. Mississippi whites, who want to 
keep Jim Crow schools, organized so-called citizen coun- 
cils and several of the leaders recommended “a few kill- 
ings” as a means of carrying out their threat. 

In Atlanta, prominent white Arkansas editor Harry 
Ashmore told 50 top white school officials from 11 southern 
states that “court action should be directed against” 
states not showing “good faith” in ending segregation. 
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Macon, Ga., Parents Boycott School Over Principal 

A group of about 200 Macon, Ga., Negro parents, who 
charged Ballard-Hudson High School principal R. J. Mar- 
tin with misappropriating funds and misconduct with a 
teacher, refused to send their children to school and 
pledged to picket the school until Martin is dismissed. In 
a suit filed by five parents, Martin was accused of miscon- 
duct with Miss Geraldine Ware, a teacher in the school.

When Redding’s fourth 
book, On Being Negro In America, was 
published, he felt that he had finished 
with “the problem,” that now he could 
lay his “Negroness” down. For a year- 
and-a-half, the eminent author, scholar 
and Hampton Institute teacher lived 
; peacefully as a citizen, no longer pre- 
Redding occupied by race and color. 

@ Summoned to Washington two years ago by the State 
Department, and offered an assignment to spend three 
months in India “interpreting America to the people of 
India,” Redding’s approach to the lecture tour was free 
of any feeling of racial pride. The assignment, he be- 
lieved, would be a test of his new-found freedom. But in 
Geneva, even before the new envoy reached Asian shores, 
he found himself face to face with an indestructible 
truth: “The color of my skin was still the touchstone ... 
Even here in a foreign country among a foreign people,” 
he questioned, “was experience to be tested by the color 
of my skin?”

Report Negroes Get Frostbite Sooner Than Whites 


Negro soldiers serving in the frigid areas of Korea and 
Alaska suffered from frostbite injuries much more than 
white soldiers, the American Physiological Society was 
told at its sixth annual meeting in Madison, Wis. Dr. 
John P. Meehan, assistant professor of physiology at the 
University of California medical school, said a three-year 
test of 360 white and Negro soldiers showed that the skin 
temperature of the hands and feet of Negroes dropped 
from eight to 10 degrees lower than that of whites under 
Arctic conditions. Many Negro GIs were frostbite victims 
during the war in Korea. 


Arkansas Hospital Admits 3 Negro Medics To Staff 


Three Negro doctors were given temporary medical staff 
privileges at Arkansas Baptist Hospital in Little Rock and 
will be considered for permanent membership during a 
meeting of the hospital’s board of trustees September 21. 
The doctors are: G. W. S. Ish, a native of Little Rock and 
a graduate of Harvard Medical School; O. B. White, a 
native of Kansas City, Kans., and a Meharry Medical 
College graduate; and J. B. Woods, a native of Birming- 
ham and a Meharry graduate.

Mrs. Hamilton said she will be unable to bear 
children as a result of the operation performed on her in 
November, 1953, by Dr. Goto, who treated her for an un- 
disclosed illness. 


Dr. James Scott Named Ohio County Coroner 

Dr. James F. Scott, 54-year-old Portsmouth, Ohio, phy- 
sician. was appointed coroner of Sciotio County, and be- 
came the first Negro ever to hold the post. Endorsed by 
the Sciotio County Medical Society, Dr. Scott practiced 
medicine in the county for 24 years. 


N. C. Medical Society Accepts First Negro 

A 40-year-old general practitioner, Dr. Emery L. Rann, 
was voted into the Mecklenburg County Medical Society 
in Charlotte, N. C., along with six white doctors and be- 
came the first Negro member in the society’s 51-year his- 
tory. The society voted last May to drop the word “white” 
from its by-laws and constitution, made it possible for 
Dr. Rann to become the first Negro member of a medical 
society in North Carolina. The State Medical Society 
voted down a proposal earlier this year to admit Negroes.

Joseph H. Jackson of Chicago and his entire slate of offi- 
cers. Nashville’s C. L. Evans, whose faction opposed Dr. 
Jackson, bitterly protested the election, stormed from the 
platform, and plunged the convention into confusion for 
a half hour. After the election members of Dr. Jackson’s 
Chicago church, Olivet, presented him with a new Chrys- 
ler Imperial which was rolled onto the convention floor.

When Bofekeng tribesmen near Johannesburg, 
South Africa, asked their German missionary O. 
Brummerhoff to pray for rain to lift a drought that 
had plagued their land for months, Brummerhoff 
prayed and nothing happened. Disappointed, the 
tribesmen went up into the mountains and prayed 
to their own gods. Rain came down in torrents. 
Later, when missionary Brummerhoff accused the 
tribesmen of paganism, they asked the mission to 
remove him. When the mission refused, the tribes- 
men took the matter to court, asked that the entire 
mission be ejected from their land. Result: after 
82 years, the mission left Bofekeng territory.

The Older Youth group of the all-white Central Texas 
Methodist Conference voted unanimously to open their 
annual summer camp at Glen Rose to Negroes. 


Alabama Methodists Vote For Jim Crow Schools 

A resolution favoring segregation in public schools was 
adopted by delegates to the North Alabama Methodist 
conference after a heated debate in Birmingham.
